an End—Predictions of Victory 
by Both Sides in New York. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRPESS.—P.M.] 


EW YORK, Nov. 4—At midnight | 


N tonight, six hours before the open- 

ing of the polls, both sides in the 
municipal content were claiming the 
victory. The most strenuous talk 
came from the fusion leaders, who were 
more in evidence at their headquarters 
than were the Democrats at theirs, the 
latter, after the distribution of cam- 
paign funds in the afternoon, having 
hurried to their several election pre- 
cincts to give their last orders to their 
followers. 

John A. Mason of the Shepard head- 
quarters said he felt confident of the 
result, and placed the” Democratic 
candidate's majority at 40,000. 

During the late afternoon Seth Low, 
the fusion candidate, at his own head- 
quarters, said: “I think things could 
not look more rosy,” and added: This 
has been a most interesting campaign. 
The fight ts now over, and, no mat- 
ter who fs elected, I am sure the city 
will profit by the agitation of the ques- 
tions which had been the main issues 
of the campaign.” 

Robert C. Morris, chairman of the 
Republican Campaign Committee, 
stuck to bis estimate of 70,000 for Low. 

Late tonight wagers were made at 10 
to 7 on Low and the rest of the city 
ticket. There is not the same confi- 
dence upon the Fusion side as to the 
county ticket, and predictions are made 
that all the candidates upon the Dem- 
ocratic county ticket in New Tork 
county will be elected with the possible 
exception of Robert A. Van Wyck for 
Justice of the Supreme Court, who has 
to bear the brunt of the attack, and 
Henry W. Unger. for District Attor- 
ney. Possibly, on account of the 
whirlwind campaign he has made, WII- 
liam Traverse Jerome, Fusion candi- 
date for District Attorney, was getting 
the benefit of predictions that he 
would run ahead of his ticket, but the 
betting odds favored Unger. 

Richard Croker and John F. Carroll 
late tonight were positive of the elec- 
tion of the entire Democratic ticket 
and county tickets. | 

Notwithstanding the claims of the 
Democrats and those of the Fusion- 
ists, the election will likely be a very 

close one. Both sides are counting 
upon the independent voters. 

Superintendent of Elections MeCul- 
lagh addressed another letter today to 
Police Commissioner Murphy, in which 
he furnished a long list of election 
precincts, and in which he asserted 
frauds would be attempted. McCul- 
lagh told Murphy that when the State 
deputies made arrests tomorrow, the 
persons arrested would be turned over 
to the policemen at the polls, and 
Murphy was requested in the letter to 
issue orders to the police to at once 
take such prisoners to the nearest 
magistrate. There was a feeling of 
fear tonight that, before election day 
was over, there would be frequent 
clashes between the State deputies and 
the police.

FEED ON BUGS AND SEED.

To the 
same cause has been due the passage 
of bounty laws for the encouragement 
of the indiscriminate slaughter of 
hawks and owls, notwithstanding the 
fact that some of these birds of 
are highly beneficial to agriculture. 

“Tt is hardly to be expected that 
Such seed eaters as sparrows should 
destroy as great a quantity of insect 
pests as birds thet are entirely insect- 
ivorous. When it is found that in the 
food of the native sparrows such pests

other birds, is no mean showing. The 
red-winged blackbird’s is less t 
per cent., the catbird's but 16 per cent., 
the cowbird’s 13 per cent. and the 
crow blackbird's only 10 per cent. 
BIRDS AS WEED DESTROYERS. 
“But as weed destroyers the native 
sparrows are unrivaled. In a garden 
within two months they will some- 
times destroy 90 per cent. of such 
weeds as eon grass and ragweed. 
After they have consumed most of | 
these seeds they turn to those of other 
weeds, which furnish them ‘with a 
bountiful supply of food all through the 


orms more than half 
their food for the entire year, and dur- 
ing the colder half of the year it con- 
stitutes about four-fifths of the food 
of many species. | 

“When the food of the native spar- 
rows is divided, the neutral part 
proves to be small, not exceeding. a 
third of all that is eaten; the in- 
jurious part very small and the benefi- 
cial part much larger than that of 
most birds, and from five to ten times 
as great as the injurious part. We may 
therefore safely conclude that, as a 
class, these small birds are well worthy 
of our protection.

When t twigs are well covered 
with tiny oysters, after becoming 
whitened with accumulated shells no 
larger than a man’s nails, they are set 
in warmer and shallower water for 
several months to give time for the 
oysters to grow. The boughs are then 
broken up minutely and woven into the 
strands of @ rope, 80 as to give each 
0 growing room and a fair oppor- 
tunity to get his share of nourishment. 
The food of oyster, as is well 
known, consists of minute plant or- 
ganisms afioat in the moving tide. 

The Japanese method of seed oyster 
collection is by means of cleverly-con-

The Scarcity of Lumber. 

Morris Hayward, a lumberman of 
Columbus, O., stopped over at the 
Honing on his way to the Kentucky 
River poplar fields yesterday for a few 
hours. hen ed as to the present 
condition of the lumber market, Mr. 
Hayward said: The demand for first- 
class white pine cannot be met with 
the present output of the various mills 
throughout the country. The fault. 
however, does not lie with the capacity 
of the mills. It is simply that all 
the available timber which formerly 
in the country where it grow was reck- 
oned first class has been cut. Timber 
which was in former years passed by 
the choppers as not being worth the 
time and trouble to cut is eagerly 
sought. Formerly trees which would 
not cut 800 feet when ready for the 
market were passed. Now, however, 
saplings which: run 6x6 are cut and 
sent to the market. This sort of lum- 
ber is of an inferior grade, as in the 
center is what is known as a heart, 
which is a part of the tree which ie not 
matured. The demand for poplar is 
also on the increase, and the best- 
posted men in that line look forward 
to a famine, which will demand a sub- 
stitute. At present experiments are 
being made with a view to finding a 
substitute for poplar. None as good as 
the original has been found. The near- 
est wood which could be used instead 
is the cottonwood. This lumber is‘ 
used now extensively in the manufac- 
ture of the cheaper grades of vehicies, 
but it does not answer for the higher 
grades of that class of goods, and if 
a first-class substitute is not found 
soon it will be hard to foretell what 
the prices of both white pine and poplar 
."—{Cincinnatl Commercial-

“Extension of the Functions of Gov-. 
ernment” is the title of an entertain- | 


Edgar W. Camp last evening at T M. 
C. A. Hall, before members of the 
Los Angeles Economic League. Charles 
Cassat Davis was chairman of the 
meeting. Mr. Camp carried his bear- 
ers back to the early days of Pres- 
dent Washington, when the nation's 
Executive, unburdened by weighty af- 
fairs of state, was enabled to spend a 
reat part of his time at his Virginia 
ome, and contrasted this with the 
strenuous life which has marked the 
administrations of later Presidents. 
The principal functions of govern- 
ment in early days, he said, were to 


provide for national defense; to ad- 
minister justice; to conduct the Post- 
office Department ud to operate a few 
lighthouses. From this small begin- 
ning the speaker traced the develop- 
ment of the powers of the government 
to the present day, when they are 
multifarious. Details were given of 
the development of the postoffice and 
other departments; of the birth and 
rowth of the Congressional Library, 
‘oast Survey, river and harbor work: 
the Agricultural Department, the 
Smithsonian Institution, and of the 
many other departments now consid- 
e necessary adjuncts of our national 
government. All these innovations, he 
said, have been attacked, even as they 
are now attacked, by persons who as- 
sailed them, not on their merits, but 
in alleged defense of the Constitution, 

d for that reason the assailants have 
failed, and ever must fall.

Steps Taken to Fight the Pest by Or- 
ganized Effort, and Members Appointed 
to Render Special Assistance—Codd- 
ling Moth Discussed. 


— 


Apple growers in large numbers gath- 
ered with the Horticultural Commis- 
sioners yesterday to discuss matters of 
great interest to the apple industry in 
Southern California. 

Every one. present was in favor of 
stringent measures against pests. 

The following resolutions were 
adopted, after extended discussion: 
“Resolved, that insect fyfection of the 
apple can be controlled and the apple 
industry finally brought to a safe com- 
mercial basis in Los Angeles county by 
the united efforts of the apple grow- 
ers in cottperation with the Horticul- 
tura] Commissioners; that it is the 
sense of this meeting that the apple 
growers should organi for the pur- 
pose of coéperating wi the«commis- 
sion in combating infection, with the 
end in view of restoring the apple in- 
dustry to a paying basis; that the 
meeting approves of the more rigid in- 
spection of the apple orchards and 
compulsory cleaning up of all orchards 
in ich owners neglect to take rea- 
sonable measures to disinfect.” 

Messrs. Russell Kincade, Cerritos; 
Nelson Ward, Compton: J. C. Simmons, 
Downey, and J. W. Jeffrey, Azusa, were 
appointed to assist the commissioners 
in their apple work. 

A report of conditions as existing in 
Downey was made by J. C. Simmons. 

The subject, “Coddling Moth, was 
discussed in a letter from Alexander 
Craw, State Entomologist, as follows: 

“In the first place, to control the pest, 
see that a pure Paris green is procured. 
Purchase from a reliable firm and ob- 
tain a guarantee of its purity. Stipu- 
late that the purchase is made sub- 
ject to the approval of the University 
of California, Berkeley, or the State 
Boerd of Horticulture, Clay-street dock, 
San Francisco. Small sample of the 
Paris green should be sent by mail to 
elther address. We have a State law 
now governing the sale of Paris green, 
and the proba‘ility is that very littie 
of the adulterated article will be of- 
fered for sale the coming season. Still 
I would advise growers to have it 
tested. 

“Next to purity is thoroughness of 
application.” If the orchardist does not 
personally attend to the work, have 
good reliable men put in charge that 
will carry out every > e men 
will add the poison, stir it up thor- 
oughly and then let it go for ten or fif- 
teen minutes. This fs frequently the 
cause of poor results. As the Paris 
green is very heavy and soon setties 
to the bottom of the tank, and as it 
distributes itself evenly over the bot- 
tom out of reach of the suction, some 
trees are sprayed with almost clear 
water. The grower becomes disgusted 
and condemns Paris green as an in- 
ecticide. 

“Another cause of failure is the time 
allowed between each application. 

In spraying use a fine nozzle. Mois- 
ten all the leaves and fruit without 
drenching the soil. Make a record for 
thoroughness and not for the number of 
acres or trees you can cover in a day. 
As to the proper interval for spraying 
I strongly advise that it should not 
exceed fourteen days during the sea- 
son when the fruit is growing most rap- 
idly. After it has attained its full 
growth, thorough spraying will gener- 
ally be sufficient, unless in the case 


of very late varieties, when it will be 


advisable to give another application. 
For our State one of Paris 
green is the proper amount for 200 gal- 
lons of water. 

“To make the Paris green more in- 
soluble and thereby prevent injury te 
the foliage, take five or six pounds of 
fresh lime and slack with ten or twelve 
gallons of water. After the lime settles, 
syhpon off the clear lime water and add 
to the solution, making the amount in 
all 200 gallons. 


“With attention to the foregoing, we 


will hear less about the failure of Paris 
green an an insecticide. I consider it 
the most effective- check for mandibu- 
late insects.“

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. . [From 
The Times’ Resident Correspondent.) 
Following the regular practice of the 
department, the force of the mountain 
rangers Mas partially diminished No- 
vember 1, for the winter season. This 
is the rule in all of the Southern Cali- 
fornia reserves. Nearly all the remain- 
ing rangers in this part of the county 


and left today for their various dies- 
tricts. From this time on during the 
winter they will devote their attention 
to the building of new trails through 
the mountains, and the improvement of 
old ones, meanwhile keeping a lookout 
for fires. The first trail work of the 
season Mill be done in Pine Mountain 
reserve: one set of rangers will operate 
in the Sisquoc and Tepesquet; another 
at Rig Pine and Little Pine, and a 
third at Madulces and Santa Barbara 
Cafion. The work at the Pine Moun- 
tain and Maduices is being done first 
because it cannot be carried on in those 
high altitudes during the winter, on 
account of the snow. * 

The planting of tree seeds will receive 
confiderable attention this season, and 
many pine-tree seeds will be planted in 
various selected localities, in an experi- 
mental way. Forest Supervisor (raw- 
shaw has also decided to have trans- 
planted a number of thrifty young pines 
of the various species from the pineries 
where they abound. They will be set 
out in denuded places in both reserves, 
one of the places selected being in the 
locality of La Cumbre, the popular 
high observation peak back of Santa 
Barbara, in the Santa Ynez range. The 
absence of fires in the pineries since 
the reserve system was inaugurated has 
caused thousands of«thrifty young trees 
to spring up. which are rapidly devel- 
oping, and which, under the present fa- 
vorable condition, will soon restore the 
forests, that in past years have been 
destroyed by fire.
